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DETAILED ACTION 

REMARKS 

This Office action is in response to Applicant's amendments filed on 1 1/27/06. 
Claims 13-18 and 23 are pending. Applicant amended claims 13 and 17. 

Despite the amendments, the art rejection citing Smith et al. is maintained. 

Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because the title of the application is 
misspelled/missing letters. 

The disclosure is objected to because the sections of the Specification are not 
clearly identified. Each applicable section should be identified following the template set 
below.

The disclosure is objected to because the word "invention" on page 9 of the 
Specification is misspelled. 

The disclosure is objected to because marks are present on page 6. 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

Claims 13-18 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
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Smith et al. disclose a device for self-contained coagulation detection. The 
device comprises a housing (24) in which a cartridge (52), testing means (74) and 
sample taking means (102) are positioned. The cartridge contains activator reagent. 
The activator reagent is preferably retained substantially within an enclosure defined by 
an inverted cup-shaped structure (54). The activator agent (52) is thereby confined 
between the inverted cup-shaped structure (54) and the partition (38). The cup shaped 
structure (54) is glued or otherwise fastened to the interior surface of the lower portion 
(48) by a spot of adhesive (56). The testing means is a chamber defined by (60) and 
partition (38). The sample taking means comprises a syringe, which by definition, 
inherently includes a chamber. Additionally, the cartridge and testing means are brought 
into contact with the sample mixture for analyzing this mixture. See figures 11-16. 

The device disclosed by Smith et al. differs from the claimed invention in that 
there is no disclosure of the sample-taking means being comprised of two half-tubes 
that are connected to each other. While the Examiner recognizes this difference 
between the reference and Applicant's claim, the Examiner takes the position that 
making the sample-taking means simply a two-part component is insufficient to make 
the claims patentable. See In re Dulberg, 289 F.2d 522, 523, 129 USPQ 348, 349 
(CCPA 1961) (holding that it would be obvious to make a structure separable if it were 
considered desirable for any reason to obtain access into the structure). In the instant 
case, one of ordinary skill in the art would have recognized that gaining access to the 
inside of the sample-taking means would be advantageous if only for the reason of 
removing sample from or putting sample into the sample-taking means manually. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 13-18 and 23 as 
being obvious over Smith et al. have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
Specifically, Applicant's argument that the claimed device is patentable over the device 
disclosed by Smith et al. because the claimed sample-taking means comprises two 
components is not persuasive. It should be noted that although the claims are 
interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into 
the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
The claims are also interpreted in the most broad manner within reason. Applicant cites 
disclosure found in the Specification to further limit and define the claimed invention. 
Specifically, Applicant argues that the claimed "joint" allows the two components to pivot 
in a "V" formation. Applicant also argues that the fact that the sample-taking means 
comprises two components is significant because the pivoting movement of the sample- 
taking means facilitates sample collection in a manner that is not obvious. However, 
these limitations are not recited in the claims and therefore they are not given any 
weight during examination. The claims simply recite a joint that connects the two 
components. The claims do not specify the structure or the location of the joint that 
would suggest that the sample-taking means is pivotable in a "V formation. Therefore, 
the rejection of claims 13-18 and 23 as being obvious over Smith et al. is maintained. 

Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection of claims 13-18 and 23 as 
being obvious over Hessel et al. in view of Lauks et al. have been fully considered and 
they are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn.
